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NEMC  files  suit  to  take  Oak  Street  building 

Mayor  and  BRA  back  Chinatown

The  New  England  Medical 
Center  (NEMC)  has  been 
granted  a  temporary  restraining 
order  prohibiting  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority(BRA) 
from  transferring  rights  to  an 
Oak  Street  building  to  the  Quin¬ 
cy  School  Community  Council. 

In  a  suit  filed  recently  in  Suf¬ 
folk  Superior  Court,  the  hospital 
charges  that,  “The  BRA  has  a 
duty,  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  of  its  contract  with  the 
Medical  Center,  to  convey  the 
parcel  to  the  Medical  Center.” 

The  property  in  dispute  is  part 
of  the  land  on  which  NEMC  last 
year  proposed  to  build  a  parking 
garage.  After  the  BRA  and  the 
community  rejected  that  pro¬ 
posal,  NEMC  then  proposed  the 
relocation  of  St.  Margaret’s 
Hospital  to  the  same  site,  which 
was  also  opposed  by  the  BRA. 

The  city  and  the  community 
want  to  use  at  least  part  of  the 
site  for  affordable  housing  as 
part  of  a  BRA  plan  to  build  500 
new  units  in  Chinatown. 

In  sometimes  forceful 
language,  BRA  officials  and 
Mayor  Raymond  Flynn  have 
vowed  to  fight  NEMC’s  efforts 
to  gain  control  of  the  site,  saying 
that  the  BRA  land  should  be 
preserved  for  housing  and  com¬ 
munity  use. 

“The  real  fight  is  over  institu¬ 
tional  expansion,”  said  BRA 
director  Stephen  Coyle,  “and 
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Children  from  the  Quincy  School  Community  Council  day  program  playing  in  front  of  the  mural  on  the  side  of  34-36

it’s  a  fight  we  intend  to  win.” 
Coyle  said  the  BRA  plans  to  use 
the  rest  of  the  land  it  owns  near 
the  Oak  Street  site  -  known  as 
Parcel  4-a  -  for  affordable  hous¬ 
ing. 

“It’s  all  going  to  be  put  out  to 
bid  like  the  parcels  across  the 
street  (R3-R3A)  for  housing,” 


Coyle  said,  adding  that  “the  day 
of  unlimited  expansion  is  over.” 

In  a  letter  to  the  BRA,  Mayor 
Flynn  stated,-  “I  will  not  accept 
NEMC’s  attempt  to  interfere 
with  the  transfer  of  this  land  to 
the  community,  and  my  ad¬ 
ministration  will  not  be  in¬ 
timidated  by  NEMC’s  lawsuit. 


The  BRA  must  aggressively  pur¬ 
sue  the  community’s  rights  to 
this  land,  which  is  needed  for  af¬ 
fordable  housing  and  community 
services.” 

Last  year,  the  BRA  gave  ten¬ 
tative  designation  to  the  Quincy 
Council  to  become  redeveloper 
of  the  28-36  Oak  Street  site, 


which  contains  two  connected 
buildings  and  a  playground. 

The  council  has  occupied  the 
site  since  1969,  and  the  building 
currently  houses  the  Acorn 
Child  Care  Center,  an  after 
school  program  for  children, 
adult  and  youth  English  as  a  Se¬ 
cond  Language  Programs,  and 
the  Chinatown  Housing  and 
Land  Development  Task  Force. 

Lawland  Long,  the  Quincy 
council’s  executive  director, 
said  the  council  will  have  ex¬ 
pended  $337,500  to  renovate  the 
building  by  1989,  with  much  of 
the  money  having  come  from  ci¬ 
ty  grants  and  private  contribu¬ 
tions. 

Last  month  the  Quincy  School 
requested  final  designation  to 
redevelop  the  site  from  the 
BRA,  but  the  BRA  was  unabie 
to  act  on  the  request  June  23 
because  of  the  temporary 
restraining  order  granted  to 
NEMC  that  day.  Final  designa¬ 
tion  would  have  allowed  the 
Quincy  Council  to  purchase  the 
site  from  the  BRA  for  a  nominal  * 
fee. 

On  Tuesday  night,  in  a 
sometimes  stormy  meeting,  the 
Chinatown-South  Cove 
Neighborhood  Council  voted  to 
support  the  Quincy  School  Com¬ 
munity  Council  in  its  efforts  to 
retain  rights  to  the  building.  The 
Quincy  council  had  asked  the 
council  for  its  support. 

When  the  council  appeared  to

Community  groups  unveil  R3-R3A  housing  proposals 

BRA  wants  to  choose  a  developer  by  September

Two  neighborhood  non-profit  com¬ 
munity  development  corporations  have 
submitted  proposals  to  build  affordable 
housing  on  the  Parcel  R3-R3A  site  in 
Chinatown. 

Seeking  designation  from  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  (BRA)  to 
become  the  developer  of  the  project  are 
the  Asian  Community  Development  Cor¬ 
poration  and  the  Chinese  Economic 
Development  Council. 

Owned  by  the  BRA,  the  site  consists  of 
approximately  80,000  square  feet  of  land 
bounded  by  Washington  Street,  Oak 
Street,  and  Marginal  Road.  The  pro¬ 


posals  call  for  the  construction  of  more 
than  220  units  of  housing  -  about  50  per¬ 
cent  of  which  would  be  affordable  to  low- 
income  people  -  and  a  new  South  Cove 


YMCA. 

With  both  organizations  having 
members  with  deep  roots  in  the 
Chinatown  community,  as  well  as 


substantial  experience  in  housing 
development,  the  competition  to  land 
designation  is  bound  to  elicit  widespread 
interest  as  both  groups  vie  for  community 
support. 

In  an  effort  to  promote  their  proposals, 
both  groups  have  requested,  and  receiv¬ 
ed,  letters  of  support  from  various  com¬ 
munity  organizations  and  businesses. 

Currently  under  review  by  the  BRA, 
the  two  proposals  will  be  publicly 
presented  to  the  Chinatown-South  Cove 
Neighborhood  Council  at  a  special 
meeting  scheduled  for  July  5  at  6  p.m.

Shih-Ling’s  yantras  merge  art  with  spirit

Shih-Ling  remembers  the  day 
so  clearly.  A  typhoon  was  rag¬ 
ing  on  Taiwan  and  everything 
around  her  seemed  so  chaotic. 
She  went  to  sleep  and  had  a 
dream,  and  in  the  dream  she  was 
in  the  backyard  of  her  grand¬ 
parents  house,  lying  under  a 
huge  tree.  Everything  there  was 
so  calm  and  peaceful,  she  says, 
so  unlike  what  was  happening  in 
the  waking  world  outside  her. 

In  a  way,  she  says,  the  calm 


and  peaceful  place  she 
discovered  in  the  dream  is 
somehow  connected  to  what  she 
seeks  to  recover  through  her 
meditation  practice  and  art. 

For  the  last  few  years,  Shih- 
Ling  has  been  working  to  em¬ 
body  in  art  what  she  has 
discovered  in  meditation.  She 
has  been  making  cloth  Yantras, 
or  geometrical  patterns  that  em¬ 
body  the  energies  of  various 
Hindu  and  Buddhist  deities. 
Through  July  17,  her  work  will 
be  on  display  at  the  Fables 


Gallery  in  Cambridge,  and  on 
July  10  she  will  discuss  her  work 
on  Channel  Seven’s  Asian 
Focus. 

In  creating  her  yantras,  Shih- 
Ling  says  that  often  she  starts 
with  a  clear  idea  of  the  aspect  of 
the  deity  she  wants  to  express, 
but  other  times  it’s  not  till  she’s 
finished  sewing  the  cloth  into  a 
pattern  that  she  can  give  a  name 
to  what  she’s  created.

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Attorney  General 
urges  court  to  uphold 
civil  rights  decision 

Massachusetts  Attorney 
General  James  M.  Shannon, 
along  with  attorneys  general 
from  46  other  states,  has  filed  a 
friend-of  the-court  brief  urging 
the  U.S.  Supreme  Court  to 
uphold  a  1976  court  decision 
that  protects  minorities  from 
racial  descrimination. 

In  April,  the  Supreme  Court 
voted  5-4  to  consider  overrul¬ 
ing  the  1976  Runyon  v.  Mc¬ 
Crary  decision,  which  involved 
a  private  school  that  refused  to 
admit  minority  students.  The 
1976  decision  upheld  the  rights 
of  minorities  to  sue  parties  for 
intentional  racial  discrimination 
tion. 

“What  is  so  troubling  about 
the  Supreme  Court  decision  to 
review  Runyon  ,”  Shannon  said 
at  a  recent  news  conference,  “is 
that  it  was  not  urged  to  do  so  by 
the  parties  in  the  pending  case.” 

The  Supreme  Court  decided  to 
reconsider  the  decision  as  the 
result  of  the  pending  case  of  Pat¬ 
terson  v.  McLean  Credit  Union, 

which  is  a  racial  discrimination 
case. 

“It’s  reaching  for  this  issue 
indicates  how  fragile  the  whole 
scheme  of  legislation  and  court 
decisions  are  in  advancing  civil 
rights,”  Shannon  said. 

If  the  civil  rights  decision  is 
overturned,  he  added,  “the  in¬ 
evitable  result  will  be  further 
discrimination.”  He  said 
private  colleges  might  deny 
minorities  admission;  day  care 
centers  could  turn  away  a 
minority  child;  an  employer 
could  deny  a  person  a  job  or  pro¬ 
motion  on  the  basis  of  race;  and 
some  minority  firms  could  not 
be  considered  for  a  job  because  a 
company  chose  not  to  consider  a 
minority  bid. 

Snannon  noted  that  the  Ru¬ 
nyon  decision  is  supported  by 
both  Democratic  and  Republican 
attorneys  general  from  across 
the  country. 

Members  of  the  Reagan  Ad¬ 
ministration,  he  said,  “really 
don’t  believe  in  the  aggressive 
enforcement  of  civil  rights.” 
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“They  are  rushing  headlong” 
to  put  into  place  pieces  of  their 
agenda  before  the  administration 
winds  down,  he  said. 

Neighborhood  council 
will  seek  new  director 

The  Chinatown-Southcove 
Neighborhood  Council  ap¬ 
pointed  a  five  man  committee 
last  month  to  find  a  new  ex¬ 
ecutive  director. 

The  council  took  the  action 
despite  the  fact  that  it  does  not 
have  enough  money  in  its  budget 
to  pay  the  director  for  a  full 
year.  The  council  decided  to 
proceed  with  the  search  in  the 
belief  that  it  would  eventually 
receive  additional  funding. 

In  other  action,  the 
neighborhood  council  appointed 
a  four-man  committee  to  make, 
recommendations  on  a  new 
council  office.  The  council  had 
been  temporarily  using  the  of¬ 
fice  of  the  Chinatown  Housing 
and  Land  Development  Task 


Force  at  34  Oak  St.,  but  it  has 
been  asked  to  vacate  the 
premises  by  June  30. 

Office  space  might  be 
available  at  either  the  Chinese 
Consolidated  Benevolent 
Association  at  90  Tyler  Street  or 
at  the  South  Cove  YMCA,  also 
on  Tyler  Street. 

400  apply  for  13  units 
of  subsidized  housing 

The  Chinese  Economic 
Development  Council(CEDC) 
began  distributing  applications 
last  month  for  the  32  new  hous¬ 
ing  units  at  31  Beach  St. 

In  a  four  hour  period  June  21 , 
more  than  400  applications  for 
the  13  subsidized  units  were 
distributed  at  the  CEDC  office. 

According  to  CEDC’s  Glenn 
Braverman,  applications  for  the 
market  rate  housing  will  be 
available  during  normal  CEDC 
office  hours  (9  a.m.  to  5  p.m.) 
Occupancy  for  the  32  units  will 
be  Sept.  1.  For  more  informa¬ 
tion  call  482-1011.

Cablevision  seeks 
access  to  buildings 

An  official  of  Cablevision  of 
Boston  said  last  week  that  while 
almost  half  of  Chinatown  has 
been  wired  for  cable  television, 
the  company  has  been  having 
some  difficutly  wiring  individual 
buildings. 

Company  spokesman  Charles 
Schueler  said  making  cable 
television  available  to  the  rest  of 
Chinatown  would  be  expedited 
if  landlords  would  make  their 
buildings  more  accessible.  “Our 


greatest  challenge  in  Chinatown 
is  not  wiring  Chinatown,  but 
wiring  the  buildings,”  he  said. 

“In  order  for  us  to  complete 
Chinatown,”  Schueler  said,  “it 
is  essential  for  us  to  work  with 
property  owners  to  allow  us  ac¬ 
cess  to  the  buildings  to  wire 
them.”  He  said  the  company 
hopes  to  complete  the  wiring  of 
Chinatown  before  the  end  of  the 
year.

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700  sign  petition  opposing  nightclub 


About  700  people  have  signed 
a  petition  opposing  the  opening 
of  an  800-seat  nightclub  at  the 
former  site  of  the  Athens  Olym¬ 
pia  Cafe  on  Stuart  Street. 

The  petition  was  circulated  by 
the  Chinese  Consolidated 
Benevolent  Association  follow¬ 
ing  a  vote  by  the  Chinatown- 
South-Cove  Neighborhood 
Council  opposing  the  licensing 
of  the  proposed  Buddies 
nightclub. 

At  a  meeting  last  month,  the 
council  voted  to  send  a  letter  to 
the  Boston  Licensing  Board  urg¬ 
ing  it  to  reject  an  application  for 


an  alcoholic  beverage  and  food 
license  to  operate  the  nightclub 
at  51  Stuart  St. 

Devin,  Inc,  the  firm  that  plans 
to  run  the  nightclub,  is  re¬ 
questing  the  transfer  of  an 
alcoholic  beverage  license  from 
the  owners  of  the  Athens  Olym¬ 
pia  Cafe,  which  recently  closed 
after  having  operated  at  the  loca¬ 
tion  for  many  years. 

Dennis  Moreau  and  Kevin 
Lyons,  the  sole  stockholders  of 
Devin,  Inc.,  were  part-owners 
of  the  original  Buddies,  a  gay 
nightclub  formerly  located  on 
Boylston  Street  in  the  Back  Bay. 


The  nightclub  was  forced  to 
close  in  May  1985  after  a  fire  in 
an  adjacent  space  damaged  the 
building.  The  owners  now  want 
to  reopen  the  club  at  the  Stuart 
Street  location. 

In  discussing  the  request  at  the 
neighborhood  council  meeting, 
council  moderator  William  Moy 
said,  “I  guess  the  issue  is,  is  this 
the  type  of  thing  we  want  in 
Chinatown?  Do  we  want  a  gay 
bar?  -  I  don’t  have  anything 
against  gays.” 

While  Moy  questioned 
whether  the  community  wanted 
youths  to  be  exposed  to  such  a 


nightclub  in  the  neighborhood, 
council  member  Henry  Szeto 
said  he  was  objecting  to  it 
because  he  didn’t  think  a 
nightclub  was  appropriate  in  the 
area  -  not  because  it  was  a  gay 
nightclub. 

A  third  council  member,  Lucy 
Chin,  said  she  opposed  the 
nightclub  because  it  would  bring 
additional  noise  and  traffic  to  the 
area  at  night. 

Council  member  Richard 
Chin  said  latter  that  he  believed 
‘‘an  800  seat  nightclub  is  too 
large  a  club.”  He  added  that  ‘‘if 
it  were  a  restaurant,  that  would 
throw  it  into  a  different  kind  of  a 
focus.” 

In  the  June  22  Licensing 
Board  hearing,  board  members 
questioned  the  proposed 


800-seat  capacity  of  the 
nightclub,  suggesting  that  it 
could  be  too  high  for  the  8180 
square  foot  premises. 

Dennis  Quilty,  the  lawyer 
representing  Devin,  Inc.,  said 
the  firm  would  purchase  the 
Stuart  Street  building  and 
operate  the  nightclub  on  the  se¬ 
cond  and  third  floors.  He  said 
that  there  would  be  a  lounge  on 
the  second  floor  and  a  disco  on 
the  third  floor  and  that  the 
building  contained  enough 
square  footage  to  allow  even 
more  seating  than  was  being 
proposed. 

In  addition  to  neighborhood 
council  opposition,  Ruth  Moy, 
who  owns  a  nearby  building,  ob¬ 
jected  to  the  nightclub  on  the 
ground  that  it  would  increase 
noise  for  her  tenants,  whose 
building  is  close  to  a  parking  lot 
that  would  be  used  by  the 
nightclub. 

Quilty,  meanwhile,  said  he 
had  tried  to  discuss  the  proposal 
with  the  building’s  tenants  but 
was  unable  to  do  so.  He  sug¬ 
gested  that  Moy  had  not  been 
cooperating  with  him. 

While  a  substantial  number  of 
people  from  Chinatown  appear 
to  oppose  the  plan,  it  has  the 
support  of  a  number  of  organiza¬ 
tions  and  individuals,  including 
City  Councilman  David  Scon- 
dras,  the  Boston  Theater  District 
Association,  and  the  Midtown 
Cultural  District  Association. 
Those  supporting  the  plan  in 
general  said  that  the  operators 
had  the  reputation  of  being 
responsible  business  owners  at 
their  Back  Bay  location. 

Yon  Lee,  liason  to  the 
Chinese  community  from  the 
Mayor’s  Office  of 
Neighborhood  Services,  said  the 
mayor’s  office  supported  the 
license  application  provided  that 
traffic  and  capacity  concerns 
were  adequately  addressed. 

Last  week,  the  owners  of  the 
proposed  nightclub  also  sought 
an  entertainment  license  from 
the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Consumer 
Affairs  and  Licensing. 

Commissioner  Diane  Modica 
said  the  licensing  commission 
has  not  made  a  decision  on  the 
matter,  but  asked  that  Quilty  ar¬ 
range  a  meeting  with  the  tenants 
of  Ruth  Moy’s  building  to 
discuss  the  nightclub  with  them. 

Licensing  Board  secretary 
Thomas  Stanton  said  the  board 
would  probably  decide  on  the 
matter  this  week,  adding  that  it 
still  had  questions  about  the  pro¬ 
posed  capacity  of  the  nightclub.

orange  triangles  that  make  up 
the  yantra  entitled  the  ‘‘Sixty 
Four  Seats  of  Green  Tara”  is 
meant  to  be  an  abstract 
equivalent  of  the  story  of  the 
mythical  mother  who  ferries 
people  safely  across  the  ocean  of 
existence. 

Shih-Ling  explains  that  the 
visual  pattern  of  the  yantra  is 
meant  to  embody  the  story  of  the 
mythical  figure  of  the  title. 
“The  inspiration  comes  and 
things  unfold  step  by  step,”  she 
says.  “After  I  finished  this  one, 
I  felt  much  more  intimate  with 
her  energy.” 

Sometimes,  though,  the  pro¬ 
cess  takes  more  time,  she  says, 
and  she  has  to  wait  til  an  ap¬ 
propriate  pattern  reveals  itself. 

When  making  the  yantra  en¬ 
titled,  “When  the  World  of  Red 
Dust  Changes  into  the  Western 
Paradise  of  Amitabha,”  she 
found  that  she  had  to  alter  the 
pattern.  “It  didn’t  make  a 
story,”  she  says.  “It  didn’t 
make  sense.” 

“Then  I  just  turned  it  around, 
and  it  made  sense,”  she  adds, 
describing  how  by  simply  inver¬ 
ting  the  yantra’s  triangular  pat¬ 
tern,  it  suddenly  felt  more  cor¬ 
rect  -  it  suddenly  began  to  tell  a 
story. 

Much  of  the  time,  Shih  Ling 
says,  she  tries  to  create  “without 
pre-planning,  without  pre¬ 
thinking,  without  too  much  of 
the  mind  interfering.  The  pro¬ 
cess  involved  in  doing  this  is 
usually  like  that  -  one  thing  leads 
to  another.” 


Although  some  of  the 
materials  she  uses  can  be  bought 
in  Cambridge’s  Harvard  Square, 
much  of  it  -  Thai,  Indian  and 
Chinese  silks,  and  some  Chinese 
and  Tibetan  brocades  -  comes 
from  abroad.  “I  usually  go  for 
the  very  pure  color,”  she  says. 
“I  like  to  select  things  that  have 
no  browns  or  greys  in  it.” 

Bom  in  Taipei,  Taiwan,  Ling 
was  exposed  to  religion  early  in 
her  life.  The  influence  of  her 
grandfather,  who  was  a  founder 
of  a  Christian  Church  on 
Taiwan,  led  her  to  be  brought  up 
a  Christian. 

Although  spiritual  concerns 
would  eventually  assert  a  strong 
influence  over  her  later  life,  she 
went  through  a  period  as  a  youth 
when  she  found  it  difficult  to 
discover  a  purpose  in  anything. 
She  asked  herself  such  questions 
as  “Who  am  I,  What  is  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  life,”  she  says.  “I 
couldn’t  really  find  an  answer.” 

In  1965  she  came  to  Boston  to 
study  at  Simmons  College’s 
Graduate  School  of  Social 
Work.  Following  her  gradua¬ 
tion,  she  worked  as  a  psychiatric 
social  worker  in  Boston  for 
more  than  four  years  before 
leaving  for  Hawaii  on  a  camping 
trip  that  would  eventually 
change  the  direction  of  her  life. 
“I  was  very  very  much  moved 
by  the  beauty  and  power  of 
nature  there,”  she  says,  explain¬ 
ing  that  it  was  also  in  Hawaii 
that  she  met  her  first  meditation 
teacher,  Swami  Muktananda. 

She  stayed  in  Hawaii  for  two 
years  before  leaving  for  India  to 
pursue  her  spiritual  practice  with 
Muktananda.  It  was  during  her 
four  years  in  India  -  through  her 


work  in  the  temple  -  that  her  in¬ 
terest  in  sewing  expanded. 
“That’s  when  I  started  to  do  a 
lot  of  work  with  fabrics,”  she 
says.  “I  learned  a  lot  about 
design  by  doing  it.” 

Although  she  eventually 
returned  to  Boston,  she  left  for 
India  six  months  later,  staying 
there  for  another  two  years.  "I 
felt  my  trip  there  wasn’t  finish¬ 
ed,”  she  says. 

In  her  art,  as  well  as  in  her 
spiritual  practice,  Shih-Ling 
says  she  has  been  influenced  by 
a  variety  of  eastern  cultures  and 
philosophies,  especially  Hindu 
and  Buddhist  forms  of  medita¬ 
tion  and  myth.  “And  of  course 
my  own  Chinese  background  is 
still  very  much  there,”  she  says. 

Living  at  the  Insight  Medita¬ 
tion  Center  in  Cambridge,  Shih- 
Ling  currently  practices  a  Bud¬ 
dhist  form  of  meditation,  sup¬ 
porting  herself  on  what  she 
makes  as  an  artist.  “One  thing  I 
do  is  keep  my  expenses  down 
because  there  aren’t  too  many 
things  I  want  out  there,”  she 
says. 

Although  she  spends  much  of 
her  time  working  on  her  art, 
Shih-Ling  says  she  would  never 
describe  herself  as  an  artist,  or, 
for  that  matter,  a  Buddhist,  or  a 
Hindu.  “I  feel  that  only  limits 
oneself, ’’she  says.  “It  creates 
separatness  rather  than  unity.” 

“I  have  always  been  in¬ 
terested  in  philosophy,”  she 
says.  “One  of  the  questions  I 
have  always  asked  is,  Who  am 
I?  I  could  never  really  find  out 
who  I  am.  I  only  know  in  the 
sense  that  I’m  not  this  and  not 
that  .”

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Hong  Kong  official  optimistic  over  1997

A  member  of  the  Hong  Kong 
government  told  a  local  group 
recently  that  he  was  optimistic 
over  the  future  of  Hong  Kong 
following  its  return  to  China  in 
1997. 

Cabinet  Secretary  Barrie  Wig¬ 
gham,  responsible  for 
negotiating  the  return  of  Hong 
Kong  as  part  of  the  Sino-British 
Joint  Declaration  of  1984,  made 
his  remarks  at  the  Inaugural 
Luncheon  of  the  recently  formed 
Hong  Kong  Association  of 
Boston. 

In  1984,  the  governments  of 
Britain  and  the  People’s 
Republic  of  China  reached  an 
agreement  on  the  return  of  Hong 
Kong,  which  is  under  British 


control  until  1997,  when  its 


lease  on  the  territory  expires. 

Wiggham  noted  that 
“Boston’s  links  with  China 


through  the  tea  trade  go  back  to 
the  18th  Century”  and  that 
many  local  “corporations  and 
financial  institutions  have  large 
and  growing  interests  in  Hong 
Kong.” 

The  Chinese  government  as 
well  as  others  involved  in  the 
transition  have  an  interest  in 
making  the  Joint  Declaration 
work,  he  said,  adding  that 
“China  has  since  then  made 
enormous  capital  and  other  in¬ 
vestments  in  Hong  Kong.” 

The  Chinese  Government,  he 
added,  knows  that  Hong  Kong 
can  contribute  to  the  achieve¬ 
ment  of  its  economic  goals, 
which  depend  on  the 
“maintenance  of  its  capitalist 
system”  and  “the  confidence  of 
the  Hong  Kong  people  and  of 
foreign  investors.” 

According  to  Wiggham,  US 
firms  account  for  over  35  per¬ 
cent  of  overseas  investment  in 
Hong  Kong.  At  the  same  time, 


strong  economic  connections 
bind  Hong  Kong  and  China. 
“China  is  Hong  Kong’s  number 
one  trading  partner,”  he  said, 
and  Hong  Kong  investments  ac¬ 
count  for  an  estimated  60  per¬ 
cent  of  foreign  investment  in 
China. 

Currently,  “China  is  the  third 
largest  source  of  foreign  invest¬ 
ment  in  Hong  Kong’s 
industries,”  while  “much  of 
Hong  Kong’s  industrial  process¬ 
ing  is  being  subcontracted  by 
Hong  Kong  businesses  in 
China,”  he  said. 

Adopted  in  May  1985,  the 
Sino-British  Joint  Declaration 
ensures  that  “Hong  Kong  will 
retain  its  capitalistic  system  and 
lifestyle  for  50  years  after  1997, 
Wiggham  said.  It  also  allows 
Hong  Kong  to  have  its  own 
elected  legislature,  retain  its 
common  law  system  and  in¬ 
dependent  judiciary,  and  retain 
autonomy  in  economic,  financial 
and  monetary  matters. 

Wiggham  said  the  Sino-British 
Joint  Liason  Group  is  responsi¬ 
ble  for  implementing  the  Joint 
Declaration.  “Over  the  years,” 
he  said.  “I  have  been  deeply  im¬ 
pressed  by  the  sincerity  of  the 
Chinese  team  towards  their 
obligations  under  the  Joint 
Declaration.” 

Wiggham  explained  that  Hong 
Kong  will  retain  autonomy  in 
many  areas  involving  interna¬ 
tional  economic  relations  and 
“will  continue  to  enjoy  systems 
and  obligations  identifiably 
separate  from  the  mainland  of 
China.” 

He  said  the  “hottest  debating 
topic  in  Hong  Kong  at  present” 
is  the  Basic  Law,  or  constitution 
for  the  50  years  following  1997. 
He  said  Chinese  officials  “have 
acknowledged  quite  publicly 
that  this  first  draft  is  not  perfect 
and  will  need  to  be  revised  in  the 
light  of  comments  by  Hong 
Kong  people.” 

Although  he  admitted  that  the 
number  of  middle  managers 
leaving  the  territory  had  gone  up 
in  recent  years,  Wiggham  said 
“some  are  coming  back”  and 
that  lower  level  managers  are 
always  ready  to  fill  their  posi¬ 
tions. 

The  Chinese,  Wiggham  said, 
are  currently  in  the  process  of 
“modifying  their  economy,” 
and  are  now  referring  to  their 
economic  system  as  “socialism 
with  Chinese  characteristics.” 
He  said,  however,  that  the 
Chinese  are  now  “doing  some 
pretty  unsocialistic  things.” 

Yon  Lee,  chairman  of  the 
Hong  Kong  Association,  said 
the  group  was  formed  to  offer 
information  on  Hong  Kong  to  in¬ 
terested  businessmen  and  others. 
He  said  he  is  optimistic  over  the 
future  of  Hong  Kong.  “I  think 
1997,  1998,  and  1999  will  be  a 
little  rough,”  Lee  said,  “but  it 
will  work  out.”

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ACDC  board  president  Jacquie  Kay 
and  board  members  Howard  Lee  and 
Tunney  Lee  have  all  served  on  the  board 
of  the  Chinese  Economic  Development 
Council  (CEDC)  and  were  involved  in 
policy  and  development  decisions  on  Ox¬ 
ford  Place  Housing,  the  China  Trade 
Center,  and  31  Beach  Street. 

Formed  in  1987  in  response  to 
Chinatown’s  housing  shortage  and  the  ci¬ 
ty’s  plan  to  build  500  new  units  of  hous¬ 
ing,  ACDC  recently  opened  an  office  in 
Mass  Pike  Towers  and  has  hired  two  staff 
members  -  Regina  Lee  as  executive  direc¬ 
tor,  and  Tarry  Hum  as  project  coor¬ 
dinator. 

Unlike  CEDC,  ACDC  has  not  sought 
development  partners  from  the  private 
sector,  hiring  instead  Greater  Boston 
Community  Development  Inc.(GBCD),  a 
non-profit  group  that  has  assisted  43  com¬ 
munity  groups  across  the  state  in  the  crea¬ 
tion  of  some  5,000  units  of  housing. 

The  ACDC  proposal  calls  for  220  units 
of  housing,  including  1 10  three  and  four 
bedroom  family  units,  and  55  elderly 
housing  units.  Half  of  the  project  units 
would  be  affordable  to  low-income  peo¬ 
ple,  with  a  total  of  two  thirds  being  affor¬ 
dable  to  low  and  moderate  income 
tenants.  The  remaining  one-third  will  be 
available  at  market  rates. 

The  proposal  also  calls  for  a  30,800 
square  foot  YMCA,  which  includes  a 
gymnasium,  recreational  space,  com¬ 
munity  service  space  and  a  day  care 
center.

The  design  of  the  ACDC  proposal  calls 
for  two  inner  courtyards  enclosed  by 
residential  units  and  the  YMCA.  There 
would  be  two  residential  towers  facing 
Marginal  Road,  one  of  which  would  con¬ 
tain  55  elderly  units,  while  the  other 
would  contain  55  one  and  two  bedroom 
units.  The  YMCA  would  be  positioned 
between  the  two  towers. 

Enclosing  the  courtyard  will  be  low- 
rise  brick  town-house  like  structures  on 
Oak  Street,  Johnny  Court,  and  Maple 
Place,  and  a  residential  building  rising 
somewhat  higher  along  Washington 
Street.  Residences  in  the  low  and  midrise 
buildings  will  have  walk-up  entrances. 

The  design  of  the  project  is  meant  to 
embody  “elements  of  traditional  Chinese 
architecture  such  as  courtyards,  gates  and 
walls,”  the  proposal  states,  with  the  two 
towers  serving  as  symbolic  gateways  to 
Chinatown. 

According  to  the  ACDC  financial  plan, 
the  $36.63  million  project  is  broken  down 


into  three  parts:  elderly  housing,  mixed- 
income-multifamily  housing,  and  the 
YMCA-community  service  space. 

For  the  mixed  income  housing,  financ¬ 
ing  is  expected  to  come  from  six  major 
sources,  mcluding  a  mortgage  from  the 
Massachusetts  Housing  Finance  Agency 
(MHFA);  mortgage  interest  writedown 
through  the  SHARP  program;  and 
linkage  contributions  from  the  nearby 
Kingston-Bedford  project;  and  syndica¬ 
tion. 

Because  the  ACDC  proposal  does  not 
include  a  joint  venture  concept,  there  will 
not  be  any  developers  fees  and  the  project 
will  be  fiilly  controlled  by  ACDC,  accor¬ 
ding  to  Regina  Lee. 

Lee  said  that  although  this  will  be  the 
first  ACDC  project,  she  said  many 
ACDC  members  have  been  involved  in 
developments.  “An 
only  as  strong  as  it’s 
board,”  Lee  said.  “I  don’t  take  anything 
away  from  what  CEDC  has  done,  but  I 
don’t  think  they’re  the  only  ones  who  can 
do  this.” 

“They  certainly  haven’t  done  anything 
of  this  scale,”  she  added.  “Ultimately,  I 
think  it’s  going  to  be  the  people  in 
Chinatown  who  decide.”

developed  the  China  Trade  Center,  a 
retail  and  office  complex  on  Boylston 
Street. 

CEDC’s  $45  million,  327,408  square- 
foot  proposal  calls  for  227  housing  units, 
a  new  South  Cove  YMCA,  commercial 
space  along  Washington  Street,  and  194 
underground  parking  spaces. 

According  to  the  CEDC  proposal,  49 
percent,  or  1 12  units,  of  housing  will  be 
state  subsidized  low-income  units,  and 
will  include  42  four-bedroom  apartments, 


45  three-bedroom  units  and  15  two- 
bedroom  apartments. 

In  addition,  the  proposal  calls  for  17 
percent,  or  39  units,  of  moderate  income 
housing,  including  20  three-bedroom 
units  and  13  two-bedroom  units. 

The  remaining  34  percent  of  the  units 
would  be  market  rate  housing  and  would 
include  46  two-bedroom  and  20  one- 
bedroom  units. 

The  CEDC  proposal  notes  that  the  in¬ 
clusion  of  a  substantial  number  of  market 
rate  units  is  meant  to  lend  stability  to  the 
project,  explaining  that  people  who  pay 
market  rates  would  “be  less  likely  to  put 
up  with  management  or  maintenance  pro¬ 
blems.”  Market  rate  units  “are  also 
needed  to  generate  profits  to  help  sub¬ 
sidize  the  low  and  moderate  income 
units,”  the  proposal  states. 

Unlike  ACDC,  CEDC  has  not  propos¬ 
ed  a  specific  section  of  the  development 
for  elderly  housing,  saying  that  it  will  in¬ 
stead  target  one-bedroom  and  studio 
apartments  to  the  elderly  through  senior 
centers  and  publications. 

Named  “Mei  Wah  Village,”  which 
means  a  beautiful  American  Chinese 
village,  the  project  was  designed  by  the 
firm  of  Chia-Ming  Sze  Architect  Inc., 
which  has  substantial  experience  in  hous¬ 
ing  design  and  whose  work  includes 
Chelsea  Village,  and  the  Beacon 
Chambers  Renovation  in  Boston,  both  of 
which  are  elderly  housing  projects. 

Sze,  bom  in  Shanghai  and  a  member  of 
the  Boston  Zoning  Board,  studied  under 
Louis  I.  Kahn  and  Paul  Rudolph  at  Yale

hesitate  in  making  a  decision  on 
the  matter  -  partly  on  the 
grounds  that  it  didn’t  have 
enough  information  -  several 
community  members  suggested 
that  the  council  was  refusing  to 
act.  “Does  the  land  belong  to  us 
or  doesn’t  it?”  asked  Marilyn 
Lee  Tom,  of  the  Chinatown 
Housing  and  Land  Development 
Task  Force.  “I  don’t  believe  I’m 
sitting  here  listening  to  this.” 

“I  don’t  want  you  to  rubber 
stamp  anything,”  said  Tom, 
who  urged  the  neighborhood 
council  to  support  the  communi¬ 
ty  council.  “I  want  you  to  take  a 
leadership  role  in  this.” 

Several  council  members, 
however,  took  issue  with  sug¬ 
gestions  that  they  were  refusing 
to  support  the  community,  say¬ 
ing  that  they  wanted  time  to  con¬ 
sider  all  the  facts  involved  in  the 
issue  before  making  a  decision.

1966  Cooperation  Agreement 
that  “provides  that  the  BRA 
‘shall  sell’  and  the  ‘Medical 
Center  shall  acquire  and  develop 
those  parcels  that  are  marked 
P-2  through  P-11  in  accordance 
with  the  [1965]  plan.’  ” 

“Because  of  the  Parcel’s  im¬ 
portant  strategic  position  and  its 
projected  role  in  the  Medical 
Center’s  future  development 
plans,  the  rights  to  purchase  and 
develop  the  parcel  are  especially 
unique  and  valuable  to  the 
Medical  Center,”  the  suit  states. 

In  February,  Anne  Levine, 
director  of  planning  at  NEMC, 
said  the  hospital’s  new  plan 
might  include  the  addition  of  up 
to  150  new  beds,  as  well  as  the 
construction  of  new  housing  at 
its  Oak/Nassau  Street  location. 

While  NEMC  charges  that  the 
agreements  with  the  BRA  “con¬ 
stitute  a  valid  and  enforceable 
contract  between  the  parties,” 
BRA  director  Stephen  Coyle 
disagrees.  “We  don’t  believe 
the  past  agreements  are  con¬ 
tracts  in  the  conventional  mean¬ 
ing  of  the  word  -  in  real  estate 
law,”  Coyle  said.  “We  think 
that  they  are  agreements  to 
agree.” 

Coyle  noted  that  the  popula¬ 
tion  increase  in  Chinatown  over 
the  last  decade  and  the  need  for 
housing  has  changed  the  needs 
of  the  community.  He  said  that 
the  Chinatown  Community  Plan 
and  new  city  zoning  for  the  area 
will  require  that  BRA  land  in 
Chinatown  be  used  for  housing. 

At  its  meeting  last  week,  the 
BRA  board  agreed  to  inform 
NEMC  that  it  plans  to  consider 
modifications  to  the  urban 
renewal  plan  and  the 
Cooperative  Agreement  to  make 
Parcel -4a  available  for  affor¬ 
dable  housing  and  allow  the 
Quincy  School  to  keep  control 
over  28-36  Oak  Street. 

According  to  Long,  the  Quin¬ 
cy  council  plans  to  picket  in 
front  of  NEMC  July  7  from 
11:30  to  2,  and  plans  to  march 
from  Oak  Street  to  Suffolk 
Superior  Court  July  8,  when  a 
hearing  will  be  held  on  the 
NEMC  suit.

“The  BRA  would  like  to  see  the 
neighborhood  council  make  some  kind  of 
recommendation,"  said  Ron  Fong,  the 
BRA’s  R3-R3A  project  manager.  “It's 
actually  housing  that’s  being  built  in 
Chinatown”  and  is  probably  the  largest 
of  its  kind  to  ever  be  proposed  here. 

Fong  said  the  BRA  also  wants  to  see 
neighborhood  council  involvement 
tiecause  of  the  linkage  money  from  the 
planned  Kingston-Bedford  project . 

Earlier  this  year,  the  BRA  said  that  an 
estimated  $2.5  million  contribution  from 
the  developers  of  the  Kingston- 
Bedford/Roxbury  parcel-to- parcel  project 
would  be  used  to  help  finance  the 
Chinatown  project.  The  BRA  also  said 
that  additional  linkage  money  might  be 
generated  from  the  proposed  Com¬ 
monwealth  Center  project  on  Washington 
Street. 

While  Fong  said  the  BRA  wants  the 
neighborhood  council  to  make  a  recom¬ 
mendation.  he  added  that  it  was  always 
possible  the  council  could  "find  both  pro¬ 
posals  adequate.”’  The  BRA  staff,  he 
said,  would  also  make  a  recommendation 
to  the  BRA  board  after  studying  the  two 
proposals. 

In  the  course  of  the  BRA  review.  Fong 
suggested  that  developers  would  probably 
be  asked  to  respond  to  a  number  of  ques¬ 
tions  posed  by  the  BRA.  adding  that  if 
there  were  “substantial  questions"  the 
BRA  would  require  the  developers  to 
make  another  presentation. 

“Both  proposals  look  really  strong,” 
Fong  said.  "And  they  both  meet  all  the 
criteria  set  forth  in  the  RFP  (Request  for 
Proposals).” 

Choosing  between  the  two  teams  is 
“going  to  be  really  difficult,”  Fong  said. 
“Both  teams  have  plenty  of  experience, 
both  have  partners  on  their  development 
teams  that  are  some  of  the  best  in  the 
city.” 


He  said  that  the  CEDC  team,  which  in¬ 
cludes  the  Fish  Development  Corp.,  Mc¬ 
Cormick  Family  Development  Corp.  and 
the  Peabody  Construction  Co.,  and  the 
AC  DC  team,  which  includes  Greater 
Boston  Community  Development,  Inc., 
both  have  extensive  experience  in 
developing  housing. 

“We’ll  be  looking  at  the  experience  of 
the  entire  teams,”  Fong  said,  “explain¬ 
ing  that  "although  ACDC  doesn’t  have  a 
track  record,  their  development  partner 
certainly  does  (GBCD).” 

Deciding  between  the  two  groups  will 
also  be  difficult  given  "the  amount  of 
support  they  have  from  the  community, 
the  fact  that  they  both  have  members  of 
their  organizations  who  have  long 
histories  in  Chinatown,  real  roots  in 
Chinatown  and  would  be  responsive  to 
community  needs.”  Fong  said. 

"The  designs  are  both  strong,"  Fong 
explained.  “They’re  different,  though. 
The  concept,  the  organization  of  the 
buildings  is  different  and  that’s  what 
we  ll  look  at.. how  it  fits  in  with  the  rest 
of  the  neighborhood.” 

Fong  said  the  differences  in  the  two 
proposals  lie  in  the  designs  and  the  finan¬ 
cing  of  the  projects.  While  ACDC  will  be 
developing  its  project  with  the  non-profit 
GBCD,  CEDC  will  propose  a  joint  ven¬ 
ture  with  private  developers. 

The  BRA  plans  to  give  tentative 
designation  to  one  of  the  two  teams  by 
September  to  assure  that  it  will  be  able  to 
apply  for  various  government  programs 
in  the  fall,  Fong  said.  If  designation  is 
made  by  September,  he  added,  it  would 
be  at  least  a  year  before  construction 
begins.

University,  and  worked  with  William

The  design  calls  for  the  grouping  of  the

street  through  a  number  of  gateways. 

Four-story  brick  row  houses  would  be 
built  along  Oak  Street  and  Maple  Place, 
while  three  mid-rise  apartment  buildings 
would  face  Washington  Street,  including 
a  17-story,  155  foot  tower  at  the  comer  of 
Oak,  and  an  11-story  100-foot  tower  at 
the  comer  of  Marginal  Road. 

Along  Washington  Street  there  would 
also  be  ground-level  commercial  space, 
while  the  three-story  YMCA  would  be 
located  on  Marginal  Road. 

In  developing  the  project,  CEDC  will 
join  with  two  private  developers  -  the 
McCormack  Family  Development  Corp. 
and  Fish  Boston  Development  Corp. 
CEDC  will  be  the  managing  general  part¬ 
ner  with  two-thirds  ownership  and  the 
private  developers  will  have  a  one-sixth 
general  partnership  interest  each. 

According  to  the  proposal,  CEDC  will 
be  given  preference  in  buying  back  the 
one-third  share  of  the  private  developers 
when  the  mortgage  expires,  thereby 


assuring  the  possibility  of  100  percent 
community  control  over  the  project  in  the 
future. 

General  contractors  for  the  project  will 
be  Peabody  Construction  Co.  Inc.,  while 
managers  of  the  project  will  be  Peabody 
Properties  Inc.,  CEDC  Reality  Corp.  -  a 
profit-making  subsidiary  of  CEDC,  and  a 
future  tenants  organization.  Both 
Peabody  Properties  and  Peabody  Con¬ 
struction  are  controlled  by  the  Fish  fami¬ 
ly- 

CEDC  also  hopes  to  create  a  job  train¬ 
ing  program  for  Asians  through  the 
Boston  Building  Trades  Council  appren¬ 
ticeship  training  programs.  CEDC  says  it 
will  work  with  the  contractor  to  assure 
that  15  percent  of  the  work  and  training 
opportunities  go  to  young  Asians. 

According  to  CEDC,  the  residential, 
retail  and  parking  components  of  the  pro¬ 
ject  will  be  financed  through  the  MHFA 
State  Housing  Assistance  Rental  Program 
(SHARP).  The  remaining  financing 
would  come  in  part  through  syndication.
